News of a homicide at G lendale came 
into the city at an early hour yesterday 
morning, just as the H e r a l d was going 
to press. 
Young Pietro Paglianao was 
shot Saturday afternoon at about 
4 
o’clock on his uncle’s ranch, which is 
about five miles from the town of Glen­ 
dale. 
Early in the afternoon Paglianao, the 
uncle, discovered two young men aged 
19 and 16, nam ed Smith and Cashen, 
shooting on his land. One of them 
carried a rifle and the other a shot 
gun. 
He ordered them off and when 
they exhibited an unwillingness to de­ 
part he charged upon them and took 
their guns away. 
H e then again ordered 
them off the premises. 
Supposing them gone the elder Pag- 
lianso left the place, leaving things in 
charge of his nephew, Pietro. 
As the 
youth was working in the garden tie 
suddenly discovered the two hunters 
creeping across the yard with their guns 
in tbeir hands. 
They had stolen upon 
the house and had effected a a entrance 
without attracting his notice and were 
now making off with their weapons. 
Pietro srarted after them with the inten­ 
tion of recovering the guns which had 
been left in his charge. They ran some 
distance from the house, be all the time 
in hot pursuit, and as they started down 
a little decline which is at the edge of 
the grounds, Pietro appeared at the top 
of the hill, only a few yards away. 
As 
to what happened that instant thero were 
no witnesses save the three actors in the 
dram a, but the end of it was that Pietro 
Paglianso was shot through the heart 
and left dead 
on 
the 
field. 
Hie 
body 
was 
discovered 
at 
about 6 
o’clock and search instantly put on 
foot for the young men who had done the 
deed. 
Deputy Sheriff Boutelle was de­ 
tailed to look into the m atter and traced 
his men back to Pasadena. 
Word was 
then received by telephone through the 
Sheriff's office th at they had given them ­ 
selves up at 5 o’clock yesterday evening 
to Deputy Sheriff Slater at Pasadena. 
The story told by the young men is 
that they had hired the guns and felt 
compelled to get them back at whatever 
cost. They assert that Pietro attacked 
them in such a way that they had no 
choice but to shoot him in self defense. 
The body of the young Italian was 
brought to the city yesterday and an in­ 
quest will be held to-day.

Y IELD OF SEVERAL OIL W ELLS.

The following circular from President 
•Strong of the Santa Fe has been received 
by the stockholders of that com pany: 
“ The additions to the system by new 
construction since January 1 ,1886, con­ 
sist of 2,770 miles ot track, of which 269 
miles have been added to the California 
C entral and 211 miles to the California 
Southern road.

Its bonded indebtedness on 
the above mileage, exclusive of the in­ 
come bonds of the California Southern 
and the Chicago, Kansas and W estern, 
averages less than $20,850 per mile, and 
the capital stock is less than $11,500 per 
mile. 
The property is in excellent con­ 
dition, well equipped with rolling stock, 
shops, stations, yards, term inals and 
necessary facilities for handling its pres­ 
ent volume of business,and the company 
owns reliable coal mineB in Kansas, Col­ 
orado and New Mexico. 
The poor crops 
of 1886 and 1887, the strikes and gen­

ANBCHLAG’S CONFESSION. 


The History of His Life Told 
By Himself- 


WHY HE KILLED THREE PEOPLE. 


He T ells How He K illed Fuge and 
Mr. 
and Mrs. 
Hitchcock. 
Other S m all Crimes. 


I t will be rem em bered that a few days 
ago an account waa published of the 
murder of one Julius Fuge, near Oroville, 
by Anschlag, and of the fiuding of the 
body. The confession of this m urder 
was obtained from Anschlag by Prof. U 
8. Glick. who has translated Anschlag’s 
confession exactly as it was given by 
him . The obtaining of the confession 
was no light undertaking and Prof. Glick 
deserves great credit for the m anner in 
which he performed so distasteful 
duty. 
Rev. John Berger, pastor of the 
German Evangelical Church, has been 
acting as Anschlag’s spiritual adviser, 
and Prof. Glick has been his most able 
assistant. 
Prof. Glick labored three 
days in translating the history of An­ 
schlag, as told by himself, from German 
into English. The history is as follows: 
Lo» Angeles, Cal., Oct. 26, ’88. 
A short history of my life: 
I, Fritz Anschlag, was born in the city 
of Kcenigeburg, E ast Prussia, on Septem­ 
ber 9th, 1864. W hen I was two yearB old 
I lost my m other and was taken care of 
by a governess. 
W hen I was five years 
old I started to school and attended three 
different schools between th a t age and 
sixteen. 
At th e latter age I was con­ 
firmed in the Catholic Church of Koenigs- 
burg, and at this age father took me out 
of school and bound me as an apprentice 
to a m erchant. 
One year prior to this 
m y father 
m arried his second wife. 
Clerking I liked very well, but my em­ 
ployer thought m e not strong enough, and 
w hen he told m e this I quit working for 
him and went home. After this my father 
took me to a wholesale flax house to learn 
the business, but I did not stay lcng a» I 
was unable to speak English. After this 
I hired to the proprietor of a wall paper 
store for three years to learn the business, 
but after nine months service I fell from 
a ladder twenty feet to the ground, break­ 
ing my left arm and hurting my head 
very badly. After this I waa in bed foiva 
long time, during which Dr. Schneider 
treated me. I was unconscious a great 
deal of the tim e. 
W hen I became well I 
did something wrong most every day 
such as eating scup with my knife and 
fork 
instead 
of 
using 
a 
spoon. 
I 
was 
hardly 
ever 
in 
my 
right 
mind. 
If 
I 
was 
sent 
for anything I almost always forgot it. 
Dr. Schneider gave me three months’ 
treatm ent for this mind trouble, on ac­ 
count of which I lost the above position 
This same year, 188!, I lost m y beloved 
father. 
TAKEN TO A FARM. 
Thinking th a t I was all right, my 
uncle took me to his farm to learn farm­ 
ing, which I liked very m uch, as I 
wished to be out of doors. During my 
illness I thought a great deal about com­ 
ing to America. 
After staying with my 
uncle one year I had another misfortune. 
I had a coal Btove in my room, and 1 
closed the door and dam per. Then I 
laid down on the bed with my clothes on 
to wait for a veterinary surgeon to come 
and attend to some horses. 
Tbe next 
morning the servant girl found me in an 
unconscious condition from inhaling the 
coal gas which had escaped. I was in 
this condition for seven days and nights. 
W hen my head became clear again I 
w ent to work, and I staid with my uncle 
one year longer. 
Daring this time I was 
a great loss to m y uncle, on account of 
m aking so m any' mistakes. At times I 
could not keep my mind for a m inute, 
and could not even count the measure­ 
m ent of the wheat, so that my uncle 
would have to send another m an to at­ 
tend to it. 
Uncle did not w ant to keep 
m e any longer, saying that I was doing 
him much damage. 
So I went to a farm 
near the Polish boundary, as a farmer 
under a superintendent. 
There I had to 
endure a great deal, and the superin­ 
tendent told his wife that this fellow for­ 
gets 
to 
do 
his 
work 
right, 
had been there 
some 
tim e before 
this as the superintendent was some re­ 
lation to my uncle, and he prevailed on 
him to keep me. After the superintend­ 
ent had to leave the firm by reason of his 
eon’s taking his place. 
I only staid two 
or three m onths longer, when I had to 
go home and look after other work 
During th a t tim e it happened I went 
into a jewelry store to buy a watch, as 
th e one father gave me would not keep 
tim e. During th e tim e that I was look­ 
ing at the watch, I stole one from a stand 
on which several gold watches were 
hanging and put it in my pocket. I then 
selected one and paid for it and left the 
■tore. 
But on account of stealing the 
watch I had no rest. 
I thought often of 
taking it back, but was afraid. 
I tried 
to sell the watch and in doing so was 
arrested, because the jeweler had sus­ 
pected th at I had it. Through m y step­ 
m other’s influence I was relieved, and 
they kept it a secret. 
Shortly after this I found a position as 
superintendent of a farm in Sonth Russia, 
and staid there three weeks. As I could 
not get along with my employer we could 
Dot agree. 
H e told me I should not 
give different orders from his. 
He 
wanted to discharge m e but did not. 
then received word from the court at 
Koenigsburg to come and answer to the 
charge agoinst me for stealing the watch, 
for which I got 


FOUR MONTHS* IMPRISONMENT. 
I consequently lost my position. 
I 
made my employer believe that 1 had to 
serve my tim e in the m ilitary service. 
By the first and second exam inations in 
1884 and 1885 I was found nnfit for such 
service. 
But in 1886 they found me 
fit for first-class service. 
This my 
relations would not have, because in case 
of war it might change me to active ser­ 
vice, when I would have served three 
years. 
This was because I did not have 
a 1-year certificate. 
They were also 
afraid th a t I m ight do some more foolish 
acts. They wished me to emigrate and 
I was willing to do it. 
I left home with 
m y brother on the 11th of November, 
1886, for New York, by way of Berlin 
and London. 
There my brother left me 
and I took the steam er from Tower Hill 
for the New World. 
I t took us fourteen days to get to New 
York. 
1 stayed there three days and 
then took the train for 8an Francisco 
w ith some other m en w ith whom I had 
ip . 
ily 
become acquainted on board the shi 
After I got there I looked for a fam i. 
whose address I had got in New York, 
hot I failed to find them and on my way 
from Oakland to San Francisco I lost my 
friend on the boat and I have never 
heard from him since. 
I first tried to get work as a far ner. I 
advertised in the newspapers bat I could 


not find any work, so I did not do any­ 
thing for a tim e. 
After I received the first large money 
order from hom e and I was becoming 
more acquainted with the way of things, 
I made up my m ind to buy a farm, with 
the understanding th a t I would live on 
it one or two m onths so that I could tell 
if I would like it. 
After looking around 
quite a while I went to Bangor, and then 
to th e colony Constadt, where I m et Mr. 
Bader. 
H ere I expected to find what I 
wanted. 
We soon came to an agreement 
for the ranch belonging to Bader. 
I had 
not been there very long when 
HE STEALS GROCERIES. 
I went to th e city to buy some seed. 
W hile there, passing a store, I saw some 
fence wire. 
I stopped and put three or 
four reels of it in the wagon. 
Then 
drove on and saw some sacks of coffee. 
I jumped off and put three or four of 
them in the wagon and drove on again. 
In passing another store 1 saw some 
packages already put up for some one. I 
jum ped off and pat them in the wagon 
also. 
There was also a large can filled 
with something, but the wagon was so 
full that I could not get it in. 
I went 
home w ith this load anti forgot all about 
the seed I went after. 
I m ust say here 
that it was very cold that day and I 
drank heavy on the way home. Two 
days afterwards a gentlem an, the owner 
of the wire, came to the colony and 
found out who stole thoeo things, and 
dem anded that I should bring them back 
the same day. 
But I did not do it till 
the day after. 
A 8heriff came and ar­ 
rested me and took me to the city, be­ 
fore a Justice of the Peace. 
I was found 
guilty and imprisoned sixty days. 
After 
I was free I went back to the farm again 
with Mr. Bader, and in a short time 
after I returned I planned to kill my 
neighbor, Julius Fuge, believing I could 
gain possession of the property, Fuge be­ 
ing in the habit of procuring milk of me. 
H e was a bachelor. 
He came to my 
place on the morning of September I, 
1887, asking if he could get some milk 
again. 
He was on his way to the post­ 
office at Bangor and asked permission to 
cross my field, as it would shorten the 
distance, to which I consented. 
By this 
time Bader came to the house and we 
stood conversing on general topics for a 
short time. Then Bader and Fuge start­ 
ed for the Bangor postoffice 
and 
I 
joined them with my gun, pretending 
to hunt for hares, as was prearranged. 
After crossing the field for a short dis­ 
tance together, Fuge to my left and 
Bader on the right, I carrying the gun 
on m y shoulder, Bader said, “ a haro 
giving the signal to shoot. 
I drew the 
gun from my shoulder and, pointing it at 
Fuge, pulled the trigger, the gun dis­ 
charging its contents into Fiige’s neck, 


KILLING HIM INSTANTLY. 
W e stood for a m om ent looking at 
each o th er; then we looked around to 
see if anyone had observed us, and see­ 
ing no one, we concluded to bury him 
there. 
We then made a solemn vow not 
to divulge the crime to any living person. 
Then I went to the house and procured a 
pick and shovel and, returning to the 
spot where Fuge was lying dead, Bader 
and I dnga hole about twenty feet from 
the spat and buried him . After the kill­ 
ing oí Fuge I stayed with Bader on the 
land for some time, but fearing that the 
crime would be discovere<l 1 left the 
land, stating that I was not satisfied with 
it. 
At this time I received a part of my 
money from home. 
I also had money in 
Ban Luis Obispo. 
W hen I left the farm 
I went to San Luis Obispo by rail and 
from there I took ship to San Pedro for 
Los Angeles. Three days after 1 went to 
Santa Aua and spent some days looking 
for lands. 
I then went to Pasadena with 
m y baggage and upon arriving there 
found 
that 
I 
had 
left it at tbe 
depot 
in 
Los 
Angeles, 
so 
1 
started to walk back to Los Angeles fo* 
it, W hile walking back, it became dark, 
but I kept on and upon reaching Los 
Angeles found my package. 
Then I sat 
upon my pack wishing a train would 
come going to Pasadena, but I was 
obliged to rem ain in the depot all night, 
going to Pasadena 
next morning. 
I 
stayed in Pasadena two weeks looking 
for lands but found it too expensive, so I 
returned to Los Angeles where I learned 
of two or three farm s near Pasadena. 
I 
then went back to Pasadena, but con­ 
cluded not to buy and again returned to 
Los Angeles, From there I went to 
Santa Ana, and upon my arrival left my 
bundle a t a German hotel. 
I rode 
around for two days with a real-estate 
agent looking for land until we found a 
place in Garden Grove, which I liked, 
and upon which I paid him some money. 
Next day I went to Anaheim and re­ 
mained there two days, but, not liking it, 
I went to Pasadena where i stayed three 
days. 
I then returned to Santa Ana and 
looked at lands, finally concluding to buy 
the Hitchcock place. I made the first 
paym ent according to agreement with the 
agent. Before that we went to the city 
to record deed and I promised him 
the rest of the money in a short time. 
Now I want to make it short. 
I then 
stayed on the farm. 
I told the man I 
hired in Anaheim that I would call for 
him some time during the week. 
THE HITCHCOCK MURDER. 
On the day Mr. Hitchcock went to 
Long Beach I commenced work. H e 
came back at night, and his horses be­ 
ing too warm to water, he put them in 
the stable, giving them some hay. 
lie 
intended to water them after they had 
cooled off. 
After eating supper together 
we sat reading for a short time. 
Then 
we started for the barn to water and feed 
the horses. I had been drinking some 
wine in the evening to gain courage to 
commit the deed which I premeditated. 
During the day I had placed the hatchet 
near the door so that I could get at it 
easily, and while Mr. Hitchcock was 
finding the horses I placed myself in 
such a position that I could easily kill 
him . As he stooped to pick up the lan­ 
tern I struck him on the head. 
I then 
K 
ve him two more cuts on the head, and 
lieving him to be dead I went to the 
house to kill Mrs. Hitchcock. 
Finding 
her standing in the kitchen 1 entered 
the door with the hatchet in my hand. 
She looked at m s as I came in and then 
turned to work again. 
Approaching her 
from behind I struck her on the bead, 
but did not kill her. 
I then struck her 
again, knocking her over, after which I 
dragged her out doors near the wood 
pile. I then got the axe and cut her 
several times, and after making sure she 
was dead I started to Mr. Hitchcock 
with 
the 
axe in 
m y 
hand, 
and 
gavew 
him 
several 
more 
blows. 
I 
then got 
the 
wagon 
and putting some straw in it I laid Mr. 
Hitchcock in first and then carried Mrs. 
Hitchcock, and placing her in with Mr. 
Hitchcock, covered them up. After this 
I hitched the horses to the wagon and 
drove to an obscure place abont two or 
three miles from the house. Upon reach­ 
ing this spot I found th a t I had forgotten 
the spade, so I placed the two bodies on 
the ground and covered them up. 
Next 
I drove back to the house, where I got a 
clean suit of clothes, and after clearing 
up things around the house so that no 
trace was left I returned with the spade 
to the bodies, and digging a hole, placed 
them both in and covered them up very 
carefully. Taking off the snit I had on 
I put on the clean one and threw the 
dirty one into the brash, and getting 


into the wagon, drove to Anaheim for 
the man I had engaged to work for me 
and then returned to the ranch and 
worked till I was arrested and brought 
to this jail. This I did thinking that no 
ooe would find it out and th at I would 
get possession of the property, as the 
deed was already execnted in my name. 
This short history is a true statem ent 
of my life, made this 26th day of (Joto 
her, 1888, hoping and trusting that God 
will forgive me all these awful crimes ’ 
have committed.

The Empire State. 
The Republican NationalCommittee has 
given out an estim ate of the vote of New 
York. 
Harrison is given a plurality in 
the State of 14,200. 
At the same time 
the New York World has given out an 
estim ate showing 23,000 plurality for 
Cleveland. 
As every man knows, the 
managers of both parties figure out a 
plurality for themselves in all doubtful 
States before election, but it is only when 
estim ates are given on districts that an 
analysis can be m ade. In Chairman 
Quay’s estim ate the slim Republican 
plurality of 14.200 is obtained by claim­ 
ing th a t the Republicans will come to 
Highbridge with 85,100 plurality, and al­ 
lowing the Democrats a plurality of only 
60,900 in the Democratic counties of 
New York, Kings (Brooklyn), Queens, 
Suffolk and Richmond. These counties 
gave Mr. 
Cleveland 
a plurality 
in 
1884 of 63,238, although, 
as every­ 
body knows, there was an enormous 
defection from him in thoBe counties. 
Blaine only came to Highbridge with 
62,190 plurality, which is 22,909 less than 
Chairm an Quay proposes to give H ar­ 
rison. 
In 1880 Garfield only received 
something over 75,000 plurality in the 
interior counties, and the Democrats 
were beaten th at year by not holding 
their vote in New York and the Long 
Island counties. In 1876 the Republican 
vote in the interior did not come up to 
the figures claimed for Harrison, and Mr. 
Tilden received about 108,000 plurality 
in New York and Kings counties alone. 
H e carried New York City by over 
76.000. There is no reason why Harrison 
should receive a larger plurality in the 
interior of the State than either Hayes or 
Garfield, and it is well known that Mr. 
Cleveland did not come within many 
thousands of getting the normal Demo­ 
cratic vote of New York or Brooklyn. At 
present the local Democratic leaders 
in New York confidently assert that 
Cleveland will poll the normal Demo­ 
cratic strength in New York City and 
Brooklyn, and all th e surface indications 
bear them out. 
U nder these circum­ 
stances, if the Republicans can only 
figure 
out 
a 
plurality 
of 
14,200 
by swelling their normal interior plural­ 
ity by over 10,0CO. and reducing Mr. 
Cleveland’s abnorm ally small plurality 
of 1884 in the five southern counties over 
3.000, they are in bad case. The figures 
are absurd on their face, and they are 
either given out to mislead or reveal a 
desperate extrem ity on the part of H ar­ 
rison’s managers. The World's estim ate 
gives H arrison a plurality of 73,340 in 
the interior of the State, and gives Cleve­ 
land 96,340 plurality in the five counties 
which gave Mr. Tilden 108,000 plurality 
in 1876. Thus the World reduces G ar­ 
field’s plurality in th e interior 2,000, and 
reduces Tilden’s plurality in the five 
counties below Highbridge 12,000. 
Now 
Richard Croker, the Tammany leader, 
positively asserts th a t New Y ork city 
will give Mr. Cleveland not less than 
60.000 plurality, and H ugh McLaughlin, 
th e local Democratic leader in Brooklyn, 
is equally as positive that Kings county 
will give 20,000 Democratic plurality. 
H e 
also 
estimates 
that 
Queens, 
Suffolk and Richmond counties, which 
gave a Democratic plurality in 1884 of 
3,446, will give Cleveland a plurality 
this year of at least 5,000. These are all 
low-water Democratic estimates, 23,000 
below the Democratic pluralities of 1876, 
and they just offset the abnormal and 
unreasonable Republican estimate of 
85.000 in the interior. All well-informed 
m en agree that the World’s estim ate of 
73,340 Republican plurality in the inte­ 
rior is a top-notch figure, and the Demo­ 
cratic managers in the State do not think 
the plurality will be much, if any, above 
Blaine’s. Some of them, indeed, place 
it many thousands below. Taking ail 


je things into consideration, it is 
more than likely that Quay is aw are that 
his interior estim ate is from 15,000 to 
25,000 too high, but gives it out merely 
to cover his operations in New York City.

A Corner In Indiana Where the Be- 
publicans W ill Lo*e. 
Along the Ohio river counties of In­ 
diana, says an Evansville, Ind., dispatch 
to the New York World, there is not that 
ram pant hurrah that one hears in the 
middle and northern sections of the 
State. The contest is waged strictly on 
the lines of the tariff, and old campaign­ 
ers aver th at they have never seen a 
canvass in Indiana m arked with so little 
acrimony and so much respectability. 
Beginning at Posey county, the south­ 
western county of the State—the home 
of General Alvin P. Hovev, the Repub­ 
lican candidate for Governor—and ex­ 
tending to New Albany, the old home of 
Judge Walter Q. Gresham, both parties 
are on the lookout for colonization of 
voters. 
It is comparatively an easy 
thing for dishonest m en to skip across 
the Ohio or W abash river by sunrise, 
deposit a vote in Indiana for $5 and skip 
back and vote by sunset in Kentucky 
or Illinois. 
A prominent G resham man of Evans­ 
ville, who, for obvious reasons, does not 
wish his name mentioned, said to m e: 
"T he Republican managers are squeal­ 
ing colonization and fraud. There would 
have been no necessity for Buch business 
had Judge Gresham been nominated. 
I 
shall vote for H arrison, but it will be 
one of the most reluctant votes of my 
life. 
The Gresham men have refused 
to contribute to the national campaign. 
They know what to expect of Harrison 
and his friends if he be elected. 
Why, 
Hayes will appear in history as a colossus 
compared w ith H arrison. 
I can count 
twenty Gresham men in the city who 
will not go to the polls, and a dozen 
more in Warwick county. 
I should not 
be surprised if there were five or six 
hundred of them . A great m any, rather 
than throw their votes away, will vote 
the Prohibition ticket.” 
EvanBville is the county seat of Van- 
derburg county. Evansville is to Indiana 
w hat Rochester is to New York, the hot­ 
bed of the anti-Prohibitionists. 
Vander- 
burg county gave Mr. Cleveland in 1884 
a plurality o f 63‘out of 10,949 votes cast. 
W ith the defection of the Greshamites 
and the strong opposition to the local 
option plank of the Republican platform 
the Democrats are predicting a gain of 
400 or 500 votes. There are several large 
breweries here and many distilleries 
within calling distance. 
In 1884 all 
these industries supported the Republi­ 
can ticket. 
But the opposition of the 
Republican party towards the liquor 
traffice has revolutionized sentim ent and 
influence. Evansville has its Fred Cook, 
as ha9 Rochester, and, like the Rochester 
Fred Cook, the Evansville Fred Cook is 
a German and a brewer. Up to within 
six weeks the Evausville Fred Cook was 
a Republican and liberal in his contribu­ 
tions. 
Perhaps bocause he found that 
the Ropublican party was willing to take 
his money on election day and legislate 
against him three m onths after he has 
allied his political fortunes with the 
Democratic party and will take over with 
him a great many G erm ans, formerly 
Republicans.

L o c k H a v e n , Pa., November 4.—There 
was an explosion last night in (lie Kettle 
Creek Coal 
Company’s 
mine, thirty 
miles W est of this city. 
The explosion 
occurred in a new drift in which twenty- 
one persons were at work. 
As soon as 
possible after the explosion the mine 
was entered and fifteen dead bodies car­ 
ried out. 
Four other m en, badly injured, 
were found, one of whom has Bince died 
and the others are likely to die. The 
cause of th e explosion is unknown, but 
eupposed to have been the striking off of 
a fissure or pocket of gas. This after­ 
noon the disfigured and naked body of a 
miner was found fifty feet from the 
mouth of the air shaft through which it 
had been blown. 
The nam es of the 
dead so far as learned a re : Samuel Kil- 
linger, Park Donnelly, Michael Curran 
and three Carlston brothers. 


l a t e r 
d e t a i l s . 
All but those nam ed above were H un­ 
garians or Italians, whose nam es are not 
furnished. 
A driver nam ed Farrell was 
entering the drift when the explosion oc 
curred. 
H e was throw n toward the 
mouth and escaped. 
H is mule was 
killed. The force of the explosion was 
shown in the fact that bodies were blown 
clear of the m outh of the drift. Every­ 
thing possible was done for the injured 
by nine physicians. 
The bodies of the 
dead were tak 3n charge of by an under­ 
taker and prepared for interm ent. The 
coroner of the county was notified and 
will hold an inquest to-morrow. 
The 
mine inspector of the district was also 
summoned. 
Although it occurred before 
dark, yet it was not given out by the 
officials of the company until to-day. 
they having been advised of it late at 
night. 
It is thought in making a drill a 
gas feeder was struck, filling the cham ­ 
ber with gas, which, coming in contact 
with a naked lam p, produced the ex 
plosion. 
A “ gas feeder” is a pocket of 
gas im bedded in coal. 
The superintend­ 
ent says the accident could not have 
been foreseen, and no blame is attached 
to any one. 


w a s i t d y n a m i t e ? 
P h ila d elp h ia, November 4.—A special 
to the Press from W illiam sport say s: 
It 
is rumored th a t the direct cause of the 
explosion w as. the inexperieuced use of 
dynam ite. In conversation with one of 
the drivers who escaped it is learned 
th at an Italian had gotten 1*00 sticks of 
dynam ite from the store-keeper in the 
m orning and had gotten 100 caps and re­ 
turned after fuse, hut as there was none 
in stock, it is supposed he tried to set it 
off in some other way, thus causing the 
explosion. 
In the blacksm ith shop near 
the scene of the disaster lavs the charred 
and unrecognizable rem ains of Augusta 
Pierson, who wüb blown out through the 
air shaft, fifty feet in the air, and some 
of his clothes can he seen hanging to the 
limbs of a large tree near by. 
Next to 
him is Mike Curran, who was blown 
200 feet out of the mine, and was found 
dead in a ditch, still cUiiging to the 
handle of his shovel. 
He leaves a wife 
and seven small children. 
Beside him 
lay P. F. Donnelly, who was also blown 
out of the m outh of the mine. 
Donnelly 
leaves a wife and four children. 
John Farrell, a mule driver, tells this 
story : I was beside a car, pushing it 
and in sticking up my head saw a flash 
I im mediately dropped to the ground, 
and moved as quickly as possible towards 
the mouth of the drift and escaped un­ 
hurt. 
My mule and a SVPfede miner, 
alongside of the anim al, were killed in 
stantly. 
I felt but little the effect of the 
explosion, and its force must have been 
all above me, although all the tim bers at 
the m outh of the shaft were carried out 
200 feet beyond the m outh of the drift.

This recalls Blaine’s proclamation when 
he was Secretary of State, at the time 
the Yorktown Centennial was held: 
In recognition of the friendly relation 
so long and so happily existing between 
G reat Britain and the United States, in 
the trust and confidence of peace and 
good will between the two countries for 
all centuries to come, and especially as a 
mark of the profound respect entertained 
by the American people for the illustri­ 
ous sovereign and generous lady who sits 
upon the British throne, it is hereby or­ 
dered that at the close of these services 
in commemoration of the valor and sue 
cess of our forefathers in their patriotic 
struggle for independence, the British 
flag shall be saluted by the forces of the 
arm y and navy of the United States now 
at Yorktown. The Secretary of War and 
the Secretary of the Navy will give orders 
accordingly. 
Jam bs G. B la in e , 
Secretary of State. 
Commenting on it, Patrick Ford, in the 
Irish World, December 10, 18ÍJ1, wrote: 
Broken in health and threatened with 
blindness, Mr. Boy ton has at length been 
released from K ilm ainham. 
He passes 
from the prison to the hospital, there 
perhaps io end his life, tfoe latest victim 
of British tyranny. There is no more 
shameful chapter in the history of our 
international relations than 
the one 
which records how this Union soldier has 
been allowed to pine away in his prison 
cell week after week without the Govern­ 
m ent, for which he risked his life, inter­ 
fering to secure for him even bo much as 
a trial by jury. The Boyton case will 
ever rem ain a blot on our history. 
The man who has been guilty of allow­ 
ing this Union soldier to bb imprisoned 
without trial in a foreign country on a 
vague suspicion ought to be driven from 
public life. 
In his flunky ism to the 
English government Jam es G. Blaine has 
refused to 
protect American citizens 
whom he was bound by every principle 
of law7 to extend protection to. 
Such a 
m an has no conception of w hat is due to 
the honor of the United States, and should 
never again be placed in a position where 
he can disgrace our Government. 
Boyton was a veteran soldier and an 
Americau citizen, who was arreBted in 
England as a suspect, and appealed to 
Mr. Blaine in vain to aid him even to the 
extent of procuring him a trial.—[Alta.

SORE THROAT. 
Inflsm m atory action of any kind in th e nose 
speodily extends itself to th e throat. From 
be th ro at each breath we draw carrios th e 
irritatio n onw ard an d doicnivard through the 
bronchial tubes; as these are involved th e sup­ 
ply of air to th e luugs becom es gradually d i­ 
m inished, tubérculos m ay form and bronchitis 
end in consum ption. 
“Sore th ro at" is the 
popular term used in speakiug of th ro at dis 
eases, differing widely from each eth er in 
their nature an d treatm ent. 
, 
The th ro at com prises th e whole space from 
ihe posterior uares dow n lo th e entrance into 
the w indpipe and gullet. The several parts 
Table to disaase are th e m ucous m em brane 
lining th e throat, th e m ucous follicles or little 
elands, w hich In h ealth , secrete tho lubricat­ 
ing m ucous, tho uvula or pedulus part which 
hangs down from th e curtain of th e palate and 
the tons! Is. 
A CU TI OR SIMFLK SORK THROAT. 
The mo-it sim ple form of th ro at disease is 
inflam m ation of th e m ucous m om braue, re ­ 
sulting from recent cold. 
I t 1b m ost prevalent 
in cold or dam n w eather. The sym ptom s are 
a roughness In th e throat, w ith a s lght p iin 
and sw elling. T he thrOat looks red and angry 
aud th e tongue is slightly coated w ith w hite 
fur. W ithin a few days Bmall w hitish spots, 
which look like ulcers, form on th e back of the 
throat and about th e root of th e tongue. If the 
attack be m ild, th ere aphthous points disap­ 
pear at th e end of th ree or four days, b u t when 
more severe they leave behind them superficial 
ulcers. W hen th e acute inflam m ation is not 
en tirely rem oved it is likely to degeneate into 
a chronic form, and gradually develop w hat Is 
called g ran u lar disease, o r It m ay end in an 
abicess of the tonsil glands, or cause chronic 
enlargem ent of th e tonsils and elongation of 
the uvula. 
CHRONIC SORE THROAT. 
This, llko nearly all affections of Ihe throat 
and nose, usually begins w ith a severe oold, 
rn d Is alm ost alw ays attended w ith a hoarse­ 
ness. It is n>oro frequently a m ere extension 
of catarrh or sore th ro at than an original dis­ 
ease. th e irritatio n escaping down and fixing 
itself upon th e delioate organism of th is part, 
and thence gradually journeying onw ard to 
the lungs. W hen it occurs aa a consequence of 
catarrh or sore throat, th e sym ptom s are com ­ 
paratively m ild. T here m ay be pain but it is 
m ore com m on to find only a sente of tickling 
w hich provokes cough. M any com plain of a 
sensation as of "som ething sticking th ere," to 
get rid of which they keep u p a iasping effort 
to clear th e w indpipe. The voice is always 
m ore or less affected, being rough in th e early 
staae, b u t m ore feeble after th e disease Is fully 
established. There is often a slight tenderness 
over th at prom inence of th e neck know n a» the 
"A pple of A dam " (Pom nm Adam), a h ea t and 
a sense of tightness and frequently som e slight 
difficulty in swa'iow ing. 
The causea w hich produoe this form of dis­ 
ease are various. It arb cs in clergym en and 
public speakers and others from too violent 
use of tho voice. The vocal cords becom e ex ­ 
hausted and lose th eir tone from strain in g and 
overuse. Dust and all Irritating m atters In the 
air are liable to be draw n in to tho w indpipe 
and produce Irritation. 
It is m ore often a 
m ere sequel to sore throat, tho lniiam m ation 
extending down to th e larn y x by reason of the 
continuity of m ucous m em brane. 
B ut from 
w hatever cause It arises it Is 
always a serious m alady. The chronic form 
threatens th e com pleto destruction 
of 
the 
voice, and rarely euda un til it has involved 
the lungs in disease. Every Blight cold, every 
change in the w eather, every night of dust, 
feeds th e irritatio n and Increases th e inveter­ 
acy of Its hold. 
On th e other hand chronic laryngitis fre­ 
quently occurs as a sequel of consum ption, 
and is produced, or at least very m uch aggra­ 
vated, by th e irritatio n of the expectorated 
m atter. O ccurring as a consequence of tuber­ 
cles, it is one of the most distressing com plica­ 
tions aud adds greatly to th e patient’s dlhtreBS. 
In thiB form there is m ore or less ulceration of 
th e vocal chords, beginning on th e lower side 
an d gradually extending upward. Thcae ulcers 
often penetrate through th e m ucous aud cellu­ 
lar m em branes, involving th e m uacular tissue 
and not infrequently attaek th e ligam ents and 
cartilages themselves. 
W hen th e laryngeal disease is secondary to 
th at of th e lungs, and dependent npon it. we 
can only hope to effect a cure by those m eans 
w hich w ill rem ove its cause, an d these we 
h ave considered, and shall m ore fully consider, 
u n d er th e head of "C onsum ption." 
In addition 
to 
inflam m ation, 
acute or 
chronic, th e Isirynx is liable to absoesses, to 
w arty grow ths acd to 
poUpl. 
U nder the 
action of long continued Irritation th e vocal 
cords becom e thlckeaed, rendering th e voice 
husky and indistinct. 
And ogam , we m ay 
have.com plete loss of voice from (a lly of the 
cords, constituting an affection know n to th e 
physicians by the term of "A phonia." Unless 
th e rem edies are applied to ih e seat of the 
disease it is useless to try to effect a cure. It la 
for this reason th at judicious inhalations are 
successful when all other m eaus have been 
tried w ithout avail. 
• 
TONSILITIS 
Ia an acute inflam m ation of th e tonsils, 
w hich consists of a collection or m ass of sm all 
m ucous follicles or glands w hose office is to 
secrete a portion of th e fluid w hich keeps the 
th ro at m oist. There are persons who suffer 
every w inter, 
som etim es oftener, with an 
attack of acute inflam m ation of these glands. 
The trouble begins with a slight soreness aud 
sw elling, w hich gradually increases un til the 
act of swallowiug is attended w ith great suffer­ 
ing. 
The*e glands are som etimes affected by a 
chronic Inflam m ation, and are found enlarged

[GRANULAR BORE THROAT T 
Is th e m ost serious form of throat diseass. It ia 
so called because on looking in to the th ro at 
granulations of various sizes are seen, studding 
the m em brane and cau 'ln g it to appear rough 
and uneven. 
Sometim es these granulations 
appear in patches, b a t generally they are regu­ 
lar an d distinct. W hen allowed to progress th e 
m ucous follicles ol the larynx soon become in ­ 
volved, and then we have added to the other 
sym ptom s a huskineas of th e voice in speaking 
or reading aloud, w ith a frequent effort to olear 
th e w indpipe, by w hich a thick, sticky, bluish- 
colored m ucous is forced off w ith considerable 
difficulty. The transition from a simple to a 
grauular sore th ro at is very easy. The patien t 
becomes conscious of vexatious tltlllation, pro­ 
ducing a de«ire to clear the throat several tim es 
ri u rina th e course of th e day. H e m ay not no ­ 
tice tn ls him self, but it is, nevertheless, o b ­ 
served by bis friends. Some m onths later th is 
disposition is found to have increased, an d to 
be >■ ttended with an ocoaaional desire to sw al­ 
low. th e p atien t—to use bis ow n words—feeling 
som ething sticking in hia throat.

PROTECTION FOR CARNEGIE.

28. — Andrew 
Carnegie was last night proclaimed by 
the K nights of Labor the employer of 
unfair workmen, and his Bteel works at 
Braddock “ non-union.” Late last year 
he ordered a reduction in wages and an 
increase in the hours of labor from eight 
to twelve a day, and 2,000 men were 
thrown into the streets. Carnegie, to 
aubjugate the unfortunate men, resorted 
to tbe methods which he had found so 
successful in his coke works in the Con* 
nellsville region, and Pinkerton guards 
were hired to protect foreign “ black 
sheep” who were conveyed in trains into 
the works. 
Before surrendering unconditionally the 
officers of District Assembly No. 3, of this 
city, tried to compromise with Manager 
Jones; but every man who returned to 
work had to sign the cast-iron agree­ 
ment. 
Every man locked out was not, how­ 
ever, allowed to return to w ork-over a 
hundred were black-listed. 
Some 
of 
these men have left Braddock, perhaps 
forever, bat thirty of them rem ain and 
hold I .ocal Assembly 1,907 together, the 
only Assembly now in the place. 
Not content with refusing them work 
in Braddock or any of his other mills. 
Carnegie, through his agents, has had 
some of the blacklisted men discharged 
from other employment which they had 
obtained. 
In stamping out the labor organization 
in Braddock, Carnegie has aiso obliter 
ated the loyalty to their employers which 
the men once had. 
This is observable 
in the m en’s political course this year, 
as compared with 1884. 
In the latter 
year the employees were enthusiastic 
Republicans. They formed a battalion 
of Carnegie Guards, 250 strong; the W. 
R. Jones Guards (named after the gen­ 
eral superintendent), 175 m en ; the Laps- 
ley Gourds (named after a paym aster in 
the workB), andR binard Guards (named 
after a superintendent of the converting 
mill). There is now not one Republican 
association. 
In the place of the uni­ 
formed guards of 1884 there is a Demo­ 
cratic club of 450 members. 
In 1884 
Braddock gave K4 majority for Blaine ; 
this year a large majority is expected for 
Cleveland.—fN. Y. World.
